Solved

Weeks of “shopping around” at
various junk yards in the district, |
carried

on by Robert L. Porter,
partner of George D. Watson in
the P. & W. machine shops, lead

to the recovery of two motors and
other property which had been
stolen from the company on No-
vember 14, 1932, and the arrest
of John Doe Mathews, 1408 Cota
avenue, also known as “Chick"
Mathews, who gave his true name
as Henry, Mathews at his arraign-
ment Tuesdny morning.

The P. & W. machine shop, lo-
cated. thep at 1827 213th,  street,
was burglarized some time during
the night of November 14, accord-
ing to a réport made to the city
police the following day. Entrance
was gained by breaking in a door.
Two motors, a number of porcelain
sockets for ¢lectric lights, a’ broom
and a shovel, and other articles
were taken, amounting in value to
about $100.

Mr. Porter began a . check of
Jjunk yards in this district, osten-
sibly to buy.- a motor, and his
search was finally successful when
he located one of the stolen motors
at a junk yard on Alameda street.
According to the records which all
junk dealers are required to keep
of the persons from whom the
purchases are made, the machine
had beén offered for sale by one
“Ed Young” The license ' number
of the man's car gave the clue to
his f{dentity and whereabouts and
lead the deputy sheriffs and local
city police to the home of Mathews
in this city.

At the Cota avenue address,
Mathews was found surrounded by
a large collection of miscellanedus
articles, principally Junk, but
among which was foupd the other

missing . motor and some other
property which had been taken
from the P. & W. shop.

Mathews was placed under ar-
rest and arraigned in the local jus-
tice court Tuesday morning where
he was held under $1000 bond to
appear at a preliminary hearing
January 81 at 10 o'clock.

Among other articles found at
Mathews place were two bottles of
alleged liquor, 26 stakes which
were' identified as city property, a
number of phonograph records,
sald to have been taken from the
high school two ‘years ago, a gar-
den hose and a lawnmower which
Mathews admitted had been stolen
from an address at the south end
of Gramercy avenue near Plaza
del Amo three months ago.

Road Through Palos Verdes

Hills Opposed As Too
Costly

Urging that assessment districts
such as the Alondra Park area be
relieved with amy additienal funds
available for road work rather
than expend them for development
of a scenic roadway in the Palos
Verdes hills, the Associated Realty
Boards of Los Angecles county to-
day had on file a formal protest
with the board of supervisors.

Tentative plans for the construe-
tion of a five-mile scenic artery
through the Vanderlip Estate in
the Palos Verdes area were out-
lined last week by Supervisor
John R. Quinn,  chairman of the
board’s roads and highways com-
mittee. Estimated cost was given
as $2560,000 for grading, with pav-
ing to be done later.

“If any funds are available. for
road work they should be used
to relieve assessmient distriots
through which major highways al-
ready have been developed,” F. A.
Scott of the property owners' di-
vision, of the Los Angeles board
wrote the supervisors.

“We protest this extravagant
expenditure of $500,000 to improve
private, property, even though the
right-of-way” has been donated by
the owners, when the taxpayers’
backs are breaking because of the
loads they are carrying,” Scott
continued, “Too much money al-
ready has been spent in this county
on_such promotional projects. We
protest the further expenditure of
public funds on projects which are
not of general benefit’ and abgo-
lutely necessary.”

Scott's letter: stated that the
unemployment situation would not
be materially relieved, as even
with hand labor much of the work
would have to, be done by
machinery.

Attorneys for the
Standard Oil asked 'the city fo
take care of moving utilities lines,
of re-conditioning pipe lines that
might be in need of repair, and
to use the company’'s own patented
process paving in improving the
highway, according to City En-
®ineer Frank Leonard. The oil
company also reserved the right
to enter the right-of-way at any
time and move utilities lines with-
out consent .from the city, which
conditiqn, aceording to the it
engineer, would preclude the pn+
sibility of the highway ever being
taken over as a state highway. I
